would be required for building the 
sheds. Two aircraft would at once 
be laid down in each, the designs be- 
ing completed during the six months 
of building. 


Delivery of the craft could begin

The type of dirigible suggested as 


being most effective for home de- 
fense would be able to rise 8,000 feet, 
would have a speed of fifty-five miles 
an hour and & lifting capacity of ten 
tons each. The cost would be about 
$50,000 per craft bringing the initial 
cost of the aerial fleet of fifty vessels 
together, with the thirty sheds, up to 
about $32,500,000.

State Plans To Educate Public 


in Matters Relating to the 


Employment of Children 


Boards of Education and Educators 


Generally Will Cooperate With La. 
bor Men in Spreading Information. 


Harriflburg, Oct. 24.—A campaign 


of information to make clear every 
provision of the new Child Labor 
Law, which vitally affects virtually 
every school district and thousands 
of employers in Pennsylvania after 
next January 1, has been instituted 
by representatives of the State De- 
partment of Labor and Industry, at 
the direction of Commissioner John 
Price Jackson, and officials of the 
State Department of Public Instruc- 
tion. 


The representatives of the two 


state departments under whose com- 
bined supervision the law will be ad- 
ministered, will carry their campaign 
of instruction into every section of 
the state before the first of the year 
when the law goes into effect. 


As a result of that co-operative 


work, plans are being perfected in al- 
most every school district to meet the 
provisions of the law that requires 
children employed, between the «gee 
of fourteen and sixteen, to attend 
school for at least 8 hours a week 
between 8 o'clock in the morning and 
5 o'clock in the afternoon of any 
week day excepting1 Saturday. The 
flexibility of the law permits the 8 
hours of instruction to be arranged 
largely at the convenience of tlu. em- 
ployer. 


It will be explained to all school 


boaids and to all employers of child 


j workers throughout the state that 
the continuation schools, required by 
the law, will be established and 
maintained at public expense. The 
state and school districts will provide 
teachers and supply all equipment 
for the continuation schools. 


Conferences on the 
new Child 


Labor Law have already been held 
with educators and social workers in 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Johnstown, 
Scranton and Wilkes-Barre by Mil- 
lard B. King, director of industrial 
education of the state department of 
public instruction and Paul N. Fur- 
man, chief of the bureau of statistics 
and information and Jacob Lightner, 
director of the employment bureau 
of the state department of labor and 
industry. 


Superintendents of school systems 


in the larger cities of the state are 
already collecting data regarding the 
number of child workers In their 
communities to determine what pro- 
vision must be made for the estab- 
lishment of continuation schools. 


Results of inquiries conducted by 


inspectors of the department of labor 
and industry, officers of compulsory 
eduation bureaus and the school sup- 
erintendents appear to forecast that 


j the attitude of employers toward the 
requirements of the act, is constant- 
ly becoming more favorable. 


Present reports indicate tha£ in 


many instances employers learning 
with 
what 
facilities 
continuation 


schools will be conducted in connec- 
tion with their business, have remov- 
ed their objection to the law and the 
most bitter opponents aave greatly 
modified their objections.

j lively few children, between the ages 
of fourteen and sixteen, employed in 
industries in Pennsylvania will lose 
their positions after next January 1, 
when the law requiring those chil- 
dren to attend continuation schools, 
goes into effect. Many employers 
are now making plans to comply with 
the provisions of the law and send 
their childworkers to school for the 
required 8 hours a week. 


A canvass instituted for the pur- 


pose of determining the number of 
children between the a.ges of fourteen 
and sixteen, employed in Philadel- 
phia, and the attitude of employers 
toward the requirements of the act, 
indicates that many employers will 
retain their child workers, and will 
send them ta continuation schools. 


The attitude of Pittsburgh em- 


ployers toward the law is also be- 
coming favorable. As a result of a 
canvass by thirty-four school attend- 
ance officers in Pittsburgh under the 
direction of Dr. William M. David- 
son, superintendent of schools, plans 
have already been made for estab- 
lishing at least five continuation 
schools for child workers. Even the 
loctations for the Pittsburgh schools 
have been chosen. 


Dr. S. E. Weber, superintendent of 


schools in Scranton, has sent a letter 
to every employer of children in that 
city, to ascertain what arrangements 
must be made for the continuation 
schools. The Scranton school board 
is preparing to provide for their es- 
tablishmert. It is estimated that 20 
teachers will be needed in Scranton 
continuation schools.

State Plans To Educate Public 


in Matters Relating to the 


Employment of Children 


Boards of Education and Educators 


Generally Will Cooperate With La. 
bor Men in Spreading Information. 


Harriflburg, Oct. 24.—A campaign 


of information to make clear every 
provision of the new Child Labor 
Law, which vitally affects virtually 
every school district and thousands 
of employers in Pennsylvania after 
next January 1, has been instituted 
by representatives of the State De- 
partment of Labor and Industry, at 
the direction of Commissioner John 
Price Jackson, and officials of the 
State Department of Public Instruc- 
tion. 


The representatives of the two 


state departments under whose com- 
bined supervision the law will be ad- 
ministered, will carry their campaign 
of instruction into every section of 
the state before the first of the year 
when the law goes into effect. 


As a result of that co-operative 


work, plans are being perfected in al- 
most every school district to meet the 
provisions of the law that requires 
children employed, between the «gee 
of fourteen and sixteen, to attend 
school for at least 8 hours a week 
between 8 o'clock in the morning and 
5 o'clock in the afternoon of any 
week day excepting1 Saturday. The 
flexibility of the law permits the 8 
hours of instruction to be arranged 
largely at the convenience of tlu. em- 
ployer. 


It will be explained to all school 


boaids and to all employers of child 


j workers throughout the state that 
the continuation schools, required by 
the law, will be established and 
maintained at public expense. The 
state and school districts will provide 
teachers and supply all equipment 
for the continuation schools. 


Conferences on the 
new Child 


Labor Law have already been held 
with educators and social workers in 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Johnstown, 
Scranton and Wilkes-Barre by Mil- 
lard B. King, director of industrial 
education of the state department of 
public instruction and Paul N. Fur- 
man, chief of the bureau of statistics 
and information and Jacob Lightner, 
director of the employment bureau 
of the state department of labor and 
industry. 


Superintendents of school systems 


in the larger cities of the state are 
already collecting data regarding the 
number of child workers In their 
communities to determine what pro- 
vision must be made for the estab- 
lishment of continuation schools. 


Results of inquiries conducted by 


inspectors of the department of labor 
and industry, officers of compulsory 
eduation bureaus and the school sup- 
erintendents appear to forecast that 


j the attitude of employers toward the 
requirements of the act, is constant- 
ly becoming more favorable. 


Present reports indicate tha£ in 


many instances employers learning 
with 
what 
facilities 
continuation 


schools will be conducted in connec- 
tion with their business, have remov- 
ed their objection to the law and the 
most bitter opponents aave greatly 
modified their objections. 


Compilation of all data collected 


may disclose the fact that compara- 


j lively few children, between the ages 
of fourteen and sixteen, employed in 
industries in Pennsylvania will lose 
their positions after next January 1, 
when the law requiring those chil- 
dren to attend continuation schools, 
goes into effect. Many employers 
are now making plans to comply with 
the provisions of the law and send 
their childworkers to school for the 
required 8 hours a week. 


A canvass instituted for the pur- 


pose of determining the number of 
children between the a.ges of fourteen 
and sixteen, employed in Philadel- 
phia, and the attitude of employers 
toward the requirements of the act, 
indicates that many employers will 
retain their child workers, and will 
send them ta continuation schools. 


The attitude of Pittsburgh em- 


ployers toward the law is also be- 
coming favorable. As a result of a 
canvass by thirty-four school attend- 
ance officers in Pittsburgh under the 
direction of Dr. William M. David- 
son, superintendent of schools, plans 
have already been made for estab- 
lishing at least five continuation 
schools for child workers. Even the 
loctations for the Pittsburgh schools 
have been chosen. 


Dr. S. E. Weber, superintendent of 


schools in Scranton, has sent a letter 
to every employer of children in that 
city, to ascertain what arrangements 
must be made for the continuation 
schools. The Scranton school board 
is preparing to provide for their es- 
tablishmert. It is estimated that 20 
teachers will be needed in Scranton 
continuation schools.
